We are facing a number of pro 
blems that present a challenge to 
our city government. 


Foremost is the parking pro 
blem. Our downtown area is un- 
balanced in its parking layout and 


substantial parking must be ac- 
quired on the southerly side of 
Santa Cruz avenue within the 


next few months. 

Then our attention must be di- 
rected toward commuter parking 
at the Southern Pacific station. 
Prompt action is necessary here, 
as the volume of commuters is in- 
creasing and the available parking 
space shrinking. 

We must expedite the devel- 
opment of our administrative 
and professional office building 
zone as our answer to providing 
a sound tax base without dilut- 
ing the desirable residential 
characteristics of our city. | 

We were first in the field with] 
this zoning, but now other Penin 
sula cities are following in our 
footsteps. We still have the most 
attractive location, but until we 
can unfreeze Stanford Village we 
are limited in further expansion. 
We must concentrate on obtaining 
the release o fthis property and 
in seeing that the land goes solely 
into office building development 

Within the next six months we 
must complete the codification of 
our ordinances. Our present ordi 
nance book is the collection of al 
most 25 years of passing, amend 
ing and repealing ordinances, and 
is now needlessly complex. 

The basic codification work has 
now been done, and refinements 
should not consume much furthei 
time. When this is accomplished 
a manual of city administrative 
policy must be drawn up. | 

A policy manual would thwart 
the danger that the “creaking 
wheel” get the grease, and 
would tend to insure that all 
sections of the city, and all in- 
dividuals with requests, would 
receive uniform rendering of ci- 
ty services in accordance with 
the stated policy. 

Counties are merely administra: | 

tive units of the state government. | 
and special districts are organized 
only to render specified public 
services. City government is dif 
ferent, however, for cities are giv 
en broad powers under the state} 
coustitution and statutes to deter 
mine their own affairs and exer: | 
cise local self-government. 
As a city council. our concern 
not merely with the operation | 
efficient police, street, park 
and recreation departments, but 
with all the responsibilities of 
lawmaking and policy determina 
tion in the spirit of true deimoc 
racy. 

We must exercise initiative 
and Jeadership in takin cours- 
es of action to benefit Menlo 
Park residents and taxpavers 
wherever our powers are effect- 
ive,

Always we must be alert to me- 
| thods to provide the taxpayer with 


the maximum of service for the 
minimum of cost. Our city em 
ployees must be fairly compens- 


ated in line with the joyal, ener 
getic and efficient service we have 
ilways received from them. There 
is no conflict between these two 
objectives 

The progress we have made in 
the past gives me confidence that 
we can and will fulfill the obliga- 
tions recounted above.
